On the 27th March, 1986, while going to market, 
Shri Mohd. Shoyeb, Sepoy received an information that 
6-7 outlays were looting arms and ammunitions from a 
contingent of Railway Protection Force at Jakhimpur Rail¬ 
way Station. He immediately came back to his post and 
intimated other members of his party. The Police party 
under the charge of u Havildar rushed to overpower the 
outlaws. They chased the outlaws for about two kilometres, 
The outlaws started filing on the Police party from the 
canal bed. The Police party returned the fire inseE defence. 
Heanwhile Sepoy Mohd. Shoyeb, continuing the pursuit 
wanted to take possession of the rifle of an outlaw killed 
in the exchange of fire, He jumped to the other side of 
the canal, without caring for his personal safety. In the 
process, he was hit by a bullet fired by the outlaws and 
died on the spot. In the exchange of fire, two outlays 
were killed and two looted riles were recovered. The re¬ 
maining outlaws managed to escape under the cover of 
darkness. , 

In this incident. Sepoy Mohd, Shoyeb disployed cons¬ 
picuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high 
order.

On. the 24th March, 1986 on Section of Central 
Reserve Pol'ce, Force personnel, under the command of 
a Head Constable Kanhalya Lai, was sent from the Pla¬ 
toon Post, Matewal to village Rupawali Brahman. When 
this Section reached near Giddarzada village, where a 
road forms T Junction, it was about 7 30 - m and visibi¬ 
lity was poor. About 12-15 terrorists had planned an am¬ 
bush at this place and had taken position along both 


sides of the road in the wheat crop. When one part of 
the section of CRPF came under the firing range, the 
terrorists started firing with automatic weapons. The CRPF 
section took positions immediately. Befo- e the Fead Cons¬ 
table took position, he was hit by a bullet but he and his 
men returned the fire.

RESOLUTION 

No. SC-7(1) /86-D.III.—After the out-break of the 
Second World War the then Government motivated by com¬ 
pulsion of adequate supplies of materials for its huge war 
effort introduced wide-ranging controls on irees and dis¬ 
tribution of various commodities, including iron and steel. 
As a result in July, 1941 the Iron & Steel (Control of dis¬ 
tribution) Order, 1941 was promulgated under the Defence 
of India Rules, 1939. This gave birth to the Iron & Steel 
Control Organisation in the coun'ry. Later this control was 
continued through various enactments; the latest being in 
terms of the Iron & Steel (Control) Order, 1956 under the 
provision of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955. During 
the days of fu’l control the Iron & Steel Control Organisa¬ 
tion was the ultimate controlling authority in respect of 
production, prices, distribution and imports of iron and 
steel. This was necessary to ensure *»hat the requirements 
of the nriori*v sectors, mainly Defence and Railways eto. 
were fully met 
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2. Later in the early Sixties Government decided to re¬ 
view the system of controls and for this purpose appointed 
a Committee under tho Chairmansh p of Dr. K. N. Raj. 
On the recommendation of this Committee, a Joint Plant 
Committee consisting of representatives of the Steel Plants 
and the Railways as the largest single consumer was set 
up in 1964. The Iron & Steel Controller was made the 
Chairman of the Committee and the responsibility of Plan¬ 
ning production, setting, rolling programmes for the pro¬ 
ducers in the light of broad priorities indicated by the Gov¬ 
ernment, fixing prices for various categories of iron and 
steel subject to the approval of the Government were en¬ 
trusted to this Committee. Government also decided to 
set up a Steel Priority Committee on the recommendations 
of the Raj Committee with the function of making bulk 
allocations for priorty sectors. This Committee is headed 
by the Secretary, Department of Steel and the Joint Plant 
Committee functions as the Secretariat of the Steel Priority 
Committee. The rigid control mechanism of earlier days 
and the major control functions were thus taken out of the 
purview of the Government/Iron & Steel Control Organisa¬ 
tion with the formation of these Committees. 

3. Subsequently Government appointed another Commit¬ 
tee namely, Khadilkar Committee to examine the Organi¬ 
sation, structure, methods of work and procedures of the 
Iron & Steel Control Organisation with a view to locating 
the points at which delays occurred, and where other bottle- 
nocks were observed. The Committee, was to suggest 
measures for improvement. This Committee inter-alia 
recommended that the Iron and Steel Control Organisation 
should be strengthened so that it could perform the follow¬ 
ing important functions more effectively :— 

(a) Planning and development of iron and steel in¬ 
dustry; 

(b) Licensing of iron and steel producing units; 

(c) Registration of Industrial units; and 

(d) Sponsoring of applications for imports. 

This Organisation was, therefore, expanded by attaching 
» Technical Wing to it and also opening Regional Offices at 
different important steel consuming centres in the country. 
The Iron & Steel Control Organisation thus became the 
Field Organisation of the Department of Steel. Its regula¬ 
tory functions got diluted in the changed context ;ind tho 
Organisation started performing the following functions 

(i) assessment of demand in consultation with the 
leading groups of consumers including Govern¬ 
ment Departments and other priority consumers 
and taking into account the trends of past consum¬ 
ption based on the detailed sector-wise data main¬ 
tained by it; 

(ii) oversee steel distribution; 

(iii) preparation of a detailed annual import plan based 
on the Organisation’s assessment of demand and 
likely availability from different sources in the 
country; 


<iv) coordination with various agencies to finalise quar¬ 
terly movement/despatch programmes of rakes/ 
wagons for various steel producers, including those 
m T 5 secondary sector, for their inputs and out- 


(r) scrutinising the import applications from 
of indigenous availability; 


the angle 


(vi) serving as data bank for maintaining up-to-date in¬ 
formation on the total steel produced in the 
country; 

(vii) monitoring the market prices and availability of 
steel in different | arts of the country to help Gov¬ 
ernment in its policy planning; and 

( viii) working as a developmental agency for the delop- 
ment and regulation of secondary steel producers 
by monitoring their production and helping them 
solve their raw material and other related prob¬ 
lems. 

Although in the case of secondary sector the Iron and 
Steel Control Organisation functions similar to that of a 
Development Commissioner's Organisation, this function of 
the Organisation has not acquired the desired importance 
because of tho fact that the development of the mini-steel 
plant industry itself is much more recent than the Organisa¬ 
tion of the Iron and Steel Control. The recent growth of 
this sector has increasingly highlighted the need for looking 
into the problems of this industry like supplies of input 
materials, power availability, production costs, taxation 
structure and the licensing policy. Since Government has 
to rely for all this on the Iron and Steel Control Organisa¬ 
tion, the responsibilities of the Organisation have grown 
substantially in this field and will increase further with the 
increase in strength and capacity of tho secondary sector. 

4. All these developments have reduced considerably tho 
regulatory functions of the Iron and Steel Control Organisa¬ 
tion which were much wider in the days of full control. 
With this change in its role the present designation of the 
Organisation seems to be misleading. It is, therefore, con¬ 
sidered appropriate that the Organisation may be redesignat¬ 
ed appropriately to reflect its major functions. The Central 
Government have accordingly now decided that with effect 
from the 1st May, 1987 the Office of the Iron and Steel 
Controller bo redesignated as the Office of the Development 
Commissioner for Iron and Steel. However, since the 
Iron and Steel Controller exercises certain powers under the 
Iron and Steel (Control) Order, 1956 and these powers 
need continue to be exercised by some agency, the Deve¬ 
lopment Commissioner for Iron and Steel would continue 
to act as ex-offlelo Iron & Steel Controller till such time 
the necessary changes are made in the Control Order etc. 

5. The revised designations of tho post of officers in the 
Office of the Iron & Steel Controller which will now be 
known as the Office of the Development Commissioner for 
Iron and Steel are indicated in the annexure. These Officers 
will discharge their functions under the Iron and Steel (Con¬ 
trol) Order, 1956 alongwith the developmental functions that 
may be necessary. The change in the designation of the 
Office of the Iron & Steel Controller will not affect the 
present status of this Office as a non-participating attached 
office of the Government of India in the Ministry of Steel 
and Mines (Department of Steel).
